It was an ancient and p recious bit of Egyp tian 
p ap yrus they had found, dating back to 1300 B. C., 
about 3000 years old. For 10 years, with furrow'ed 
brows and aching eyes, they studied the m yster­ 
ious p ap yrus. Again and again they believ ed they 
had a clew to it.s mysteries, and again and again 
they were baffled. The message e.scap ed them, 
the sxinbols would not jell into words. 
Then finally came the day of triump h. W hether 
the scientist cried “Eureka!” we do not know, 
but suddenly the key came to him. He was able at 
last to read the message of the p ap yrus. 
It was a list of taxes to be lev ied on the inhabi­ 
tants of a Lybian desert oasis. 


CORPORATE REPORT TELLS STORY 
Corp orate financial rep orts of late years hav e 
had one characteristic in common—besides dry- 
nes,s—namely, they hav e .shown an alarming rise 
in the incidence of taxation, a rise that, in the 
words of President Barrett of the Long Island 
Lighting comp any, is “not generally realized.” 
Long Island lighting p aid nearly three times as 
much in taxes in 19 38 as it did in 19 28. In the lat­ 
ter year they amounted to $12.67 a share on the 
comp any’s outstanding p referred stock and were 
equiv alent to $1,07 a share on its common stock. 
For ev ery ixmsumer seiwed with either gas or 
electricity. Long Island Lighting’s taxes av eraged 
$7.75, and for those serv ed with both, the av erage 
was $15.50. 
The financial rep ort of an electric utility on the 
east coast may seem a long way from home so 
far as a California farm er o r merchant is con­ 
cerned. but it Isn’t. One need look no farther than 
this or any o ther tj-p ical financial rep ort to see 
w hy business and industry, generally, are marking 
time, why unemp loyment is ram p ant, and inv estors 
hesitant. 
It is bad enough for gov ernment to take more 
than its just share of the earnings of p riv ate en­ 
terp rise in the form of taxes, but w'hen it turns 
around and uses that money, as in the case of the 
electric utilities, to p ut p riv ate enterp rise out of 
business through subsidized, ta.v -free comp etition, 
what can we exp ect but economic chaos? 
It is going to take more than mere talk of busi­ 
ness “ap p easement" to restore confidence. 


of imp rov ing the lot of the common man was the 
p rop er educating and enlightening of the rulers. 
One wonders nowadays where to sta rt In a t­ 
temp ting to educate so that we can hav e more lib­ 
erty and more morality and more p rosp erity. 
Probably there is no group that so badly needs 
educating as p ublishers. Of course, they can only 
hav e as good newsp ap ers as the intelligence of 
the community will p ermit. Yet, at that, they can 
hav e an influence toward building up rather than 
an Influence to tear down.

A good p lace for the readers of this newsp ap er 
to sta rt is to either p ublicly o r p riv ately p oint 
out anything this newsp ap er is doing that tends 
to lim it the dev elop ment of character of indiv id 
uals. L et’s hav e a better newsp ap er that more care 
fully and consistently fills the mission of enlight 
ening and informing the p ublic on social, p olitical 
and economic p roblems. The readers of this new's- 
p ap er are inv ited to giv e criticisms and suggestions 
on imp rov ing the .sendee this newsp ap er can ren­ 
der in this critical time of our nation.

On Feb. 16 my wife and 1 got 
into our Willys sedan and headed 
for St. Petersburg, Fla (Sun.shine 
City they call it here) to v isit a 
sister 82 years old and

Since then we hav e 
been v isiting and seeing the sights. 
The trip was unev entful. We took 
the route that I had figured was 
the shortest.

nia has. More than half the nights 
since wo came we hav e been able 
to sit on an op en p orch till bed 
time, 
sometimes 
in 
our 
shirt 
sleev es. 
We hav e needed a fire 
for heat only about six ev enings. 
The local straw berry season was 
about at its best w’hen we arriv ed 
and 
the 
deciduous 
trees were 
clothed in their new green dre.sses. 
rruit comes to fruition much more 
quickly here than in California. 
A neighbor who has a mulberry 
tree loaded with rip e fruit, told 
me that just fiv e w’eeks p rev ious 
that tree had ap p eared dead, bare 
of fi'uit, blossoms, and leav es. 
Local sw’cet corn is now in the 
market. 
The p ermanent p op ulation of 
St, Pete is about a third larger 
than that of Santa Ana, but its 
ai'ea is sev eral times as large. It 
is a sp acious city. Not like our 
neighboring city of Fullerton, with 
a fairly 
comp act 
business 
and 
residence p ortion, surrounded by 
miles of citrus grov es within its 
borders, but a v ast territo ry cris- 
crossed by streets p av ed and un­ 
p av ed—with one, two, or more 
houses in a block. 
It sp reads al­ 
most ov 'cr the Pinellas Peninsula. 
Central av ’cnue, the main business 
street, is sev en miles 
long 
and 
Fourth and Ninth streets, the sec­ 
ondary business streets, are ten 
miles each. 
St. Pete is the host of two ma- 
,ior league ball clubs for the train­ 
ing season. Each has its ball p ark 
in which to p rep are for the com­ 
ing season. 
One p ark has stands 
to accommodate more than fiv e 
thousand fans, and hei'e for three 
consecutiv e Saturdays and Sun­ 
days in March the 
two 
“Home 
teams” p lay p ractice 
games 
to 
well filled stands. 
On week days 
between, the "home teams” alter­ 
nate in meeting the other big 
league teams that train in nearby 
cities. 
In addition to the ball p arks St. 
Pete has three o ther sp ort cen­ 
ters. The most imp ortant one cov ­ 
ers two blocks and accommodates 
a confederation of sp ort clubs, 
each with its own club house. 
Foremost of these clubs is the 
shuffle board club with more than 
a hundred courts and a p aying 
and p laying membership of more 
than fiv e thousand. 
There are 
lawn bowling alleys to accommo­ 
date twenty bowling teams, cro­ 
quet courts for a dozen or more 
games, a ba.« ketball ground, a 
baseball ground and about two 
hundred tables for cards, chess, 
checkers and dominoes. The chess 
and checker tables hav e the p lay­ 


ing “boards” p ainted on them. All 
p laying excep t the ball games Is 
on 
cement. 
Fo r 
bowling and 
croquet the cement is cov ered 
with a thin coat of fine sand. 
Please do not conclude from the 
foregoing that sp orts are the sole 
interest of host and guest In the 
"Sunshine City.” I went to the 
First Av e. M. E. church a t nine 
on Sunday morning, to a serv ice 
scheduled for 9 :15. 
The church 
seats 1100 and when I entered it 
was almost full, and was entixely 
full before serv ices began. 
When 
I emerged at the close, there was 
another congregation waiting on 
the lawn and walks to again fill 
the church, and when they came 
out an hour or so later they found 
a third congregation waiting their 
turn. 
Two ev ening serv ices are 
held to accommodate the wor- 
ship ers. 
I went from the church 
serv ice to the Men’s Bible Class 
where the attendance was 144 and 
the collection was $10. 
My wife 
went to a women’s class where the 
attendance 
wa s 2 1 2 and collection 
$15, 


Being a Methodist I went to 
a Methodist church. Had I gone 
to 
the 
Congregational 
church 
which seats 2500 I should hav e 
seen two serv ices necessary to 
accommodate the attendance. 
Besides the First Av e. M. E. 
church, there is a larger one called 
First M. E., both down town, and 
ten other Methodist churches in 
outlying districts within the city. 
I attended two week night lec­ 
tures by Shenv ’ood Eddy in the 
Congregational church, at one of 
them the church was almost full. 
At 2:30 on Sunday I went to a 
community sing in a p av ilion on 
the end of the municip al p ier. It 
seats about fiv e thousand and I 
with hundreds of others had to 
stand. 
One needs to get there 
a half hour early to be sure of a 
seat. 
On the way home I drov e by the 
greater sp orts center. 
It was 
closed and looked v ery lonely. 
There is certainly a causal rela­ 
tion between closed sp orts grounds 
and crowded churches on Sun-

I hav e not yet figured out 
which is cause and which effect, 
but I am certainly p leased with 
the result.

increase in to urist registi’ations 
had failed slightly this season for 
the first time in years. 'That was 
true when written but is not true 
now. Steady gains ov er last year 
since the article was written hav e 
p ut this year ahead of all p rev i­ 
ous records. 
It is stated In the 
“Po st” article that the chamber 
of Commerce has all but taken 
. 
ov er the city hall. 
I hav e had 
an amusing v erification of that

statement. 
A fine new city hall 
is being built, and the p eop le 
sp eak of it as our new chamber 
of commerce. 
St. Pete is now trjing an ex­ 
p eriment (it may be p ast the 
exp eriment stage) with p arking 
meters. 
They hav e them scat­ 
tered all through the business dis­ 
trict, but not all stalls hav e m et­ 
ers. 
In thf* busiest blocks, p er­ 
hap s two-thirds of the stalls hav e 
meters, but in less busy p arts 
they dwindle to a half or a third.

are

sp aces in ev ery block, so there is 
no need to use the meters ex­ 
cep t when the streets are crowd­ 
ed.
